WASHINGTON.—A new and revo- 
lutionary farm program for Amer- 
lea is in the works. If it is carried 
out according to the wishes of the 
administration, it will mean the first 
step in an effort to change the whole 
pattern of farming in this country 
as we have accepted it for the last 
century, 

When this column is in print the 
new bill may be made public, At 
this writing even its outline has not 
been announced. But a careful re- 
view of discussions in highly influ- 
ential government circles justifies 
three predictions: 

(1) That the new bill will revolu- 
tionize New Deal farm policy and 
will have for its goak a~— 

(2) Vastly greater curtailment of 
production of surplus products, 
and— 

(3) Complete change in type of 
some of the crops now raised by 
farmers. 

What is behind the change in pol- 
icy is this: the last dic-hards who 
believed that any American farm 
program should take for granted a 
return to “normal world trade, 
have thrown up the sponge. There 
is at long last a majority agree. 
ment in the department of agricul- 
ture that American farming must 
follow a new pattern—one that calls 
for no subsidy for lust export mar-

Original Purpose.

PRECEDENTS: 


Shatter Again 


President Roosevelt, sensing a 
dramatic situation in the sudde. and 
unheralded arrival of Lord and Lady 
Halifax on the King George V, Brit- 
ain's newest battleship, right in nis 
front yard (Annapolis), broke all 
precedents by auto-riding to greet 
him, and boarding the Potomac to 
make it a “water's edge” greeting. 

The battlewagon was anchored off 
Annapolis by 3 p. m., but it was 
7:10 p.m. before the lanky British 
ambassador, preeeded by attractive 
Lady Halifax, descended the Poto- 
mac’s gangplank and greeted news- 
men with a prepared statement for 
their attention. 

He read a good deal of this to 
them, while they took notes, then a 
volee sald "The President fs com- 
Ing.” Lord Halifax hastily stuffed 
his notes back Into his pocket again, 
told the reporters carbon copies 
would be available to them on the

RUMANIA: 


Follows Suit 


The Rumanian situation, similar

I didn’t dare say a single word for 
fear Dominique would recognize 
my American accent and refuse to 
tuke us, Portunately Bob speaks 
French so flawlessly that Domi- 
nique never suspected him of being 
American. Had he known that he 
certainly never would have agreed 
to take ws. That ride I shall never 
forget. We three felt like thugs be- 
ing “taken for a ride’ by Chicago 
gangsters. We had no idea where 
we'd land, nor what was in store 
for us, though we realized full well 
we'd end up in jail if we got 
caught. Eventually we turned a 
sharp corner near the woods where 
Dominique later let us out, and all 
but ran into two German guards 
on horseback, I didn’t breathe for 
the néxt five minutes (the longest 
five minutes of 1940) while they 
told us to halt. They should have 
asked for our papers; but they did- 
n't, assuming apparently that we 
had the necessary permit to cross 
at the regular barrier a half-mile 
on. When they motioned us to go 
on we wondered what = strategy 
Dominique would regort to next.

So, me voici, here in Lyon trying 
to get to Switzerland where I can 
apply anew for an Italian visa with, 
the help of the American consul in 
Geneva who may be able to pull 
some strings in Rome, But get- 
ting Into Switzerland overcrowded 
with refugees and prisoners of war 
is about like going through the 
proverbial needle's eye, so I’m be- 
ginning to visualize myself climb- 
ing Alps to get into my next ter- 
ritorial corner, It's incredible that 
Europe can be such a complicated 
place to travel in when in reality 
it's so small o continent. Voila, 
I’m on my way to Istanbul—-which 
will probably end me up in jail 
somewhere along the way.

WriteCongress Demanding 
Bill Be Killed, Wood 


Committee Urges. 


Farmers more than any other 
class in America will suffer if the 
war dictatorship bill now before 
Congress is enacted into law, be- 
cause the measure will lead us into 
war and that will inevitably bring 
inflation, the America First Com- 
mittee warned today, urging all citi- 
zeng to write both to their Senators 
and their Congressmen demanding 
that the bill be killed, 

Experience from our part in 
Europe's last war has taught agri- 
cultural America, including those 
who deal in farm produce or who 
sell to the farmer, that while wars 
are fought on battlefields their last- 
ing effects are wrought on barren 
farmsy 

With war comes inflation of all 
prices, including those for produce, 
farms and labor, The last war 
taught us that conclusively, as any- 
one will remember who bought a 
farm in 1917 or 1918 and later ever 
tried to realize on his investment 
and labor, Another will bring the 
same inflation of all values and the 
farmers again will be left bankrupt, 
the America First Committee pre- 
dicted. 

But not only will the farmer suf- 
fer from an inevitable post-inflation 
depression, the America First Com- 
mittee pointed out, while he has 
been riding the wave of wartime in- 
flation prosperity he will be con- 
fronted with a new high cost of 
labor. 

Under the dictatorial powers 
granted in the proposal introduced 
for the administration by Sen, Bark- 
ley and Rep. McCormack, the Presi- 
dent could rule farm youths no 
longer are exempt from being 
drafted into the Army and Navy. 
Sons could be taken from their farm 
homes, put in the armed forces and 
again shipped overseas to fight on 
foreign soil in a war which in no 
way threatens or affects America, 

Farmers will turn to hiring farm 
hands to replace the sons who 
helped on the farm. But with the 
highly competitive labor market in 
defense industry in the citles, which 
will be able to afford much higher 
wages, farmers will have to pay 
salaries far beyond their normal 
means to attract labor to the 
cotintry, 

That this country already has |

Happenings That Affect the Din- 
ney Pails, Dividend Checks and 
Tax Bills of Every Fndividual. 
National atid International Prob- 
lems Inseparable from Local 
Welfare. 

It is becoming clear that the 
unlimited aid for England bill is 
not going through with the blind- 
ing speed the Administration hoped! 
for. On the 28rd of January, one 
Senate leader said he expected a 
final vote within 60 days, which 
indicates the way the wind blows. 
The opponents of the bill are grim- 
ly determined to fight it to a fi- 
nish—and they have picked up a 
number of adherents who, while 
they favor sections of the measure, 
and are as pro-British as anyone 
else, they were stunned by the tre- 
mendous powers it gives the Pres- 
ident, 

Basis of opposition to the bill is 
pretty well established, First, its 
opponents seized eagerly on Sec- 
retary Stimson's observation that 
he expected a crisis in the war 
within 60 or 90 days. They pointed 
out that even if the bill were 
passed at once, there could be no 
significant increase in our aid to 
England in so short a time, There- 
fore, they said in effect, “Why all 
the hurry?” 

Second, a major point has been 
made of the apparent fact that the 
bill would give the head of this 
government, which is not at war 
far greater powers than are pos- 
sessed by the head of the British 
government, which is at war. Mr. 
Churchill is directly accountable 
to Parliament for every act—~under 
the English system, he is a mem-~- 
ber of the House of Commons and 
must submit to interrogation »y 
any other member. He is not elec- 
ted for a specific term and could 
be turned out of office inside 24 
hours if the House of Commons, by 
a simple majority, refused to en- 
dorse some measure of policy he 
advocated. 

Third, it fs argued that the bill 
would revolutionize our system of 
government, by, in effect, taking 
the power to make war out of the 
hands of Congress, where it Is spe- 
elfically placed by the Constitu- 
tion, and giving if to the Execu- 
tive, 

Fourth, some are raising the ar- 
gument that if England should 
fall, the arms and materials and 
other implements of war we would 
give her could be turned against 
us. that our troops might have to 
fight airplanes and guns and war- 
ships made in American yards and 
factories. It ig stressed that all 
gifts and loans to England would 
be made only under a definite 
agreement that they would never 
be turned over to another power, 
but the bills opponents don't think 
such guarantees would be worth 
much, 

Fifth, the fact that the bill as 
now drawn would enable the Pres- 
ident to actually give England all 
é6r fiart of our Navy. if he so de- 
cided, ig being made a big fighting 
point. Administration spokesmen, 
ineluding the President, have sald 
that nothing of that sort is antici- 
pated, and that the question of us- 
ing American naval vessels to con- 
voy British merchant shipping

CLOVER FARM. Four Bars 
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STUDY BOSTON MARKETS 
AS OUTLET FOR POTATOES 
The Boston metropolitan area is 
Cecentralized as a potato market 
because there are five places where 
supplies are assembled for local 
distribution, according to a report | 
by Maynard A. Hincks of the Maine 
Agricultural Fexperiment Station 
and Gordon W. Sprague of the 
Farm Credit Administration. 
The Charleston produce market 


is still the most important market 


in the area from the standpoint of 
receipts of Maine potatoes in car- 
lots, 

The report, on organization and 
market practices in Maine and 
Boston, is one of several based on 
a study of marketing Maine pota- 
toes, 

None of the present markets 
through which Maine potatoes are 
distributed in Boston includes all 
the requirements of a good market, 
the study shows, The Faneuil Hall 
market, without rail facilities and 
seriously overcrowded, is the only 
important market in Boston which 
permits receipt of truck shipments 
of potatoes. This market received 
351 carloads of potatoes by truck 
from Maine during the marketing 
season for the 1939 crop, 

Reeonsignments from Boston by 
boat have decreased in recent years 
due to boat shipments direct from 
Maine ports at Winterport and 
Bucksport, and possibly, the auth- 
org say, because of more direct 
shipizents from Maine, 

In their consideration of potato 
vrades and standards, Hincks and 
Sprague point out that the present 
grade standards for UW. S. No. 1 po- 
‘atoes limit the usefulness of the 
grade as a basis for trading be- 
cause of the wide variation in sizes 
which can exist within the grade. 

In general, they found, consumer 
packages of the same brand lacked 
standardization of size and quality, 
thereby making it difficult for a 
consumer to duplicate a satisfac- 
tory package by purchasing an- 
other of the same brand, 

They found, In general, no rela- 
tionship between price and quality, 
although some consumers paid 
premium prices in an effort to ob- 
tain better quality. 

Branded peck packuges, they 
found, usually contained potatocs 
of better quality and size than did 
100-pound sacks, A large percent- 
ige of the Maine potatoes offered 
to the consumer as U. S. No. 1 
grade were actually below that 
grade, the study shows.

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ARMY WANTS TALL MEN 


New England men who are at 
least 70 inches tall hav: a anerial 
opportunity for foreign service by 
enlisting in the Army now, it was 
announced today by Li. Col, John 
L, Rice, Corps Area Reeruiting 
Officer. There are 40 vacancies for 
enlistment in the field artillery in 
Panama, with the special require- 
ment that they must he five feet 
cen inches tall. 


This height requirement is 
eaus«d by the fact that the service 
will be with pack artillery, and 
short men would be at a disadvan- 
tage in loading and unloading the 
mules which carry equipment. 


There are many other opportun- 
ities for foreign servicer offered 
New England men who enlist in 
the Regular Army. Thore who wish 
to go to Panama have a choice of 
70 vacancies in addition to the 
Field Artillery.
